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Eight are 
jailed for 
£98,000 
burglaries 

EIGHT men, including two 
from Halesowen, have been 
jailed for a total of almost 30 
years for a spate of break- 
ins, which a judge described 
as “career criminality 
played for high stakes”. 

The men, six of whom are 
from Kidderminster and two 
from Halesowen, were sen¬ 
tenced after pleading guilty 
to conspiracy to commit bur¬ 
glary, an offence which 
included 24 burglaries 
between them. 

They stole £98,210 in 
stock or money from busi¬ 
nesses such as garden cen¬ 
tres and golf clubs across the 
Midlands, Hereford Crown 
Court heard. They caused 
£43,000 damage to the 
firms, which were hit 
between June and October 
2011. Because their method 
included cutting phone 
wires and alarm cables, they 
also caused about £22,500 
damage. 

Prosecutor Malcolm 
Morse said the gang would 
use only three or four mem¬ 
bers at a time. 

CCTV showed the gang 
wearing balaclavas over 
their faces and using walkie- 
talkies instead of mobiles 
that could be tracked. Mr 
Morse said they targeted 
rural locations in the early 
hours, including businesses 
in Dudley.

Multi-million 
pound plans 
get go-ahead 

MULTI-million pound plans to revamp 
Dudley’s Castle Hill creating a tourism des¬ 
tination have won the unanimous support 
of councillors. 

A new visitors’ entrance for Dudley Zoo 
and Castle, a 600-space car park and infor¬ 
mation hub are part of the scheme. 

Members of Dudley Council’s planning 
committee voted on Monday night to 
approve the application which is set to boost 
the zoo, museum and Dudley Canal Trust. 

Land between Dudley Zoo and Castle, the 
Black Country Living Museum and Dudley 
Canal Trust will be redeveloped to create a 
new 600-space visitor car park and a recre¬ 
ational route linking the attractions as part 
of the scheme. 

Other developments will include a staffed 
visitor hub providing people with informa¬ 
tion on the three sites. There will also be a 
new entrance for the zoo. 

The development control committee gave 
unanimous approval to the £10.1 million 
scheme. 

The project has been backed by around 
£4.5m of European funding. 

Dudley Council wants the zoo, museum 
and canal trust to be better linked to propel 
the number of people visiting the town 
towards one million a year. 

Councillor Colin Wilson said: “My 
thoughts can be summed up in a single sen¬ 
tence. “This fits the bill.”

“heartbroken and devastated”. 

“Our family and friends knew her as an 
amazing individual with her whole life 
ahead of her which was tragically taken 
away. Our lives will never be the same 
again,” they said in a statement. “Our 
daughter was the most beautiful, intelli¬ 
gent and bright young lady.” 

The family added they were over¬ 
whelmed by the kindness shown by friends 
and neighbours as well as people who had 
never met her. Christina would be very 
proud of each and every one of you; it is 
heartbreaking she is not here to see it,” 
they said. The community has rallied round 
with supermarket Asda announcing £2,175 
had so far been taken in collections.

More than 
230 stray 
horses are 
removed 

MORE than 230 stray 
horses have been taken off 
the streets of one Black 
Country borough in less 
than a year. 

Dudley Council bosses 
said a campaign by police 
and the authority to control 
the problem of stray horses 
on the streets had been a 
“resounding success”. 

Duncan Lowndes, Dudley 
Council’s assistant director 
of culture and leisure, said 
the issue of illegal grazing on 
council land and stray 
horses had been “endemic” 
in the Black Country for 
decades with irresponsible 
owners tethering or leaving 
their animals to roam on 
parks, sports pitches, nature 
reserves and other open 
land. 

Public complaints about 
damage to property and the 
horses being a danger to 
motorists. In September last 
year the council entered into 
an arrangement with the 
police whereby horses can be 
removed from public roads 
in as part of a so-called 
“reactive bailiff’ scheme. 

Mr Lowndes said since the 
policy had been introduced 
the problem of stray horses 
had decreased. He said that 
between April 2011 and Jan¬ 
uary this year, there had 
been a total of 237 horses 
removed. Of these, 171 have 
been rehomed, 59 were wait¬ 
ing to be rehomed and seven 
had been returned to their 
owners.

The force of the smash, 
which took place at about 
5am on February 27 last 
year, saw the 56-year-old vic¬ 
tim, from Abberley Road, 
Lower Gornal, thrown from 
his car, the court heard. 

Mr Harris had been on his 
way to work when his car 
was hit and Worrall’s vehicle 
travelled a further 110 
metres after the crash. 

Worrall, of Withern Way, 
Lower Gornal, admitted 
causing death by dangerous 
driving. 

Defence barrister Mr Roy 
Paterson said Worrall, a for¬ 
mer building worker, had 
expressed “deep and gen¬ 
uine remorse”. 

He added: “He wishes the 
clock could be turned back 
but sadly, it can’t. This 
seems to be an extremely 
poor error of judgement.” 

Jailing Worrall, Judge 
Dudley told him: “On three 
occasions during the course 
of that night you made the 
conscious decision to drive 
your car.”

1,800 on 
petition 
over taxi 
colours 

MORE than 1,800 taxi driv¬ 
ers and customers in Dudley 
have signed a petition call¬ 
ing on the council to re¬ 
think its policy for only 
allowing white cars to be 
used for private hire. 

Dudley Council brought in 
regulations for the single 
colour scheme to improve 
safety for residents. 

But taxi drivers claim the 
rules cost them hundreds of 
pounds extra in higher 
prices from car manufactur¬ 
ers. They say they have 
resorted to expensive re¬ 
sprays of existing vehicles 
instead to comply with the 
rules. 

Dudley Private Hire and 
Taxi Association says the 
growing popularity of white 
cars, driven by their use in 
music videos and by celebri¬ 
ties, has pushed the price of 
vehicles through the roof. 

The colour scheme was 
introduced in 2006 to make 
licensed vehicles easily iden¬ 
tifiable. However, more than 
1,800 people have signed a 
petition to be presented to 
the council at a meeting this 
week asking for a change in 
policy. The association wants 
at least another colour 
option, such as silver or grey, 
to be added to the rules to 
free up drivers to purchase 
cheaper cars.

Warning 
on child 
benefits 

PARENTS being forced to 
pay back their child benefit 
income under new tax rules 
have been urged to seek 
advice. 

The new rules, through 
which the government 
hopes to save £1.5bn a year, 
came into effect on January 
7 as part of a number of 
sweeping HM Revenue and 
Customs tax measures. 

The benefit changes will 
see more than one million 
parents having to declare 
their Child Benefit income 
by April 5, while others who 
simply fail to register online 
by October 5 could face fines. 

Tax expert Anita Stewart, 
a partner at Bewdley-based 
DHJH Chartered Account¬ 
ants, said parents should 
‘think smart’ to reduce their 
tax bill by looking at the 
various options available. 

She said: “For the first 
time ever Child Benefit is 
being means tested and it 
will pile more pressure onto 
household incomes. 

“In a nutshell, child 
benefit income has been 
slashed within families 
where one parent has an 
income of £50,000 with 
those earning over £60,000 
faced with the reality of it 
being entirely withdrawn. 
But there is confusion as 
payments have not been 
altered automatically.

Food contract boost will create 500 jobs 


FIVE hundred jobs will be created in the 
Black Country by 2 Sisters Food group, 
bosses have announced. 

The firm, which has plants in West 
Bromwich, Smethwick and Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, has been boosted by a surge in orders. 

They include securing an improved 
multi-million pound contract last year to 
supply poultry to Sainsbury’s. 

The group is moving from a five to seven 
day working week as part of its plans to 
increase output. 

The poultry division plants in Bevan Way, 
Smethwick; Dial Lane, West Bromwich and 
Lincoln Street, Wolverhampton, employ 


1,200. Last December around 800 of them 
took part in a one-day strike called by union 
Unite over a new pay deal as part of the 
move to seven day working. 

Group spokesman Andrew Hanson said 
that after a deal was reached the changes 
were in the process of being implemented. 

He said there was no exact time scale yet 
for when the group would begin recruiting 
but added, we expect to start during this 
year. Mr Hanson said the move to the five in 
seven day working system would create 500 
jobs, mainly in the West Midlands. 

The group is ramping up poultry meat 
production capacity and is to extend an 


existing factory in Newport, South Wales, 
and alter the layout of two chicken process¬ 
ing plants in Norfolk and Devon. 

It has appointed Clegg Food Projects to 
work on the schemes, which are to be com¬ 
pleted in the summer. 

Sainsbury’s is sourcing all its chicken 
from 2 Sisters and Moy Park as part of its 
“2020 Strategy” - a move to sell more 
British food by 2020. 

It previously had three suppliers, which 
included 2 Sisters. The increased supply to 
Sainsbury’s begins in the second quarter of 
this year. The group was started in West 
Bromwich in 1993 by chief executive Ranjit 


Singh Boparan. It started out specialising in 
supplying poultry, but now also offers fish, 
chilled foods, bakery and frozen products to 
the retail, food service and food manufactur¬ 
ing sectors. 

It is split into six divisions and has 35 
manufacturing sites in the UK and Ireland, 
six in Holland and one in Poland and 
employs more than 18,000 people in total. 

The UK poultry division supplies to a 
range of retailers and food service busi¬ 
nesses and food manufacturers. It predomi¬ 
nantly produces private label products 
however, there are some brands including 
Buxted and Devonshire Red. 


Gang of burglars 'caught 
out by their own greed' 


A GANG of burglars who stole thousands 
from businesses was caught after getting 
“greedy and over-confident”, police said. 

The eight men from Halesowen, Kidderminster and 
Stourport were jailed for a four-month spree of burglaries, 
targeting mostly rural golf clubs and garden centres and 
stealing almost £100,000 in stock or cash. 

Prosecutor Malcolm Morse told Hereford Crown Court 
how the gang targeted its victims - businesses in rural areas 
in the early hours of the morning. He said only a few gang 
members would be used each time and they would first cut 
phone wires and disable the alarms. 

They would wait while the business owner or security 
guard came out to reset the alarm manually, unaware they 
were hiding nearby. 

They would then break in, and although the alarms 
sounded, the alarm company was either not aware or simply 
thought the alarm was faulty. Mr Morse said: “The main 
target seems to be safes and they used various methods to 
open them. 

Cameras 

“They would often interfere with CCTV either ripping it 
from the wall or turning the cameras around.” The CCTV 
which was recovered, however, showed how the gang would 
cover their faces with balaclavas and use walkie-talkies so 
they did not have to use mobile phones which would be 
traced. 

After the sentencing on Monay, Detective Constable 
Phillipa Metcalfe of West Mercia Police said: “While it was 
a sophisticated operation, the defendants became greedy 
and overconfident, which ultimately led to their downfall. 

“This was a long and complicated operation, involving a 
great deal of liaison between West Mercia Police and differ¬ 
ent forces, and we hope the result will act as deterrent to 
other offenders, who wrongly think that commercial bur¬ 
glaries are victimless crimes, and that they are treated less 
seriously than domestic burglaries.” 

Terence Hodgkins, aged 35, of Whittall Drive East in Kid¬ 
derminster, accepted he was involved in 13 of the burglaries 
but claimed he had no role in organising them. 

Andrew Perry - also known as Andrew Sadler, 26, of 
Dunlin Drive, Kidderminster, admitted 11 burglaries; 
Jamie Worrall, 26, of Masons Close in Halesowen, admitted 
nine burglaries and Timothy Smith, 22, of Truro Drive in 
Kidderminster, admitted eight. 

Mark Wilson, 42, who is serving a prison sentence, admit¬ 
ted five burglaries; Jordan Taylor, 22, of Beecher Road, 
Halesowen, admitted four; Neil Davis, 42 of Bewdley Road, 
Stourport, admitted three burglaries and Michael Cope, 
aged 25 of Woodbury Road, Kidderminster, admitted one. 

Between June and October 2011, the gang hit businesses 
in the Midlands, Herefordshire, Shropshire, Gloucester¬ 
shire, Worcestershire, Staffordshire, Warwickshire and 
Lancashire. 

They included Leading Labels in Evesham, from which 
clothing and cash worth more than £17,000 was stolen, 
Little Heath Garden Centre in Bromsgrove, from which fur-

One of the men jailed, Andrew Perry had told his barrister 
Mr Nigel Hall he thought “he wouldn’t be hurting anybody 
by targeting commercial properties but realises that was 
entirely wrong”.

Under-threat centre is 
excellent, says Ofsted 


EDUCATION watchdogs have praised an 
under-threat children’s centre in Dudley as 
being excellent. 

Woodside Children’s Centre, Highgate Road has received 
top marks from Ofsted inspectors. The score comes as the 
centre, along with 19 other 
centres in the borough, face 
an unknown future follow¬ 
ing a big cut in Government 
funding. 

Although Dudley Council 
has assured none of the 
centres will close within the 
next 12 months, there is no 
guaranteed long-term 
future for them. 

Dudley Council’s cabinet 
member for education, 
Councillor Tim Crumpton, 
said the Ofsted report 
proved how important the 
centres were to the commu¬ 
nities they served. 

The centre’s management 
was recently taken over by 
Dudley Council, which will 
be taking over all the other 
centres from April 1. 

The centre is used by 92 
per cent of families in its 
patch, according to the 
Ofsted report. 

It said: “The centre pro¬ 
vides outstanding value for 
money and is making a sub¬ 
stantial difference to the 
lives of children and their 
families living in the area.” 

Sarah Tuck, manager at 
Woodside, said: “I feel very 
proud that Woodside Chil¬ 
dren’s Centre has received 
an outstanding Ofsted 
report.” 


Closures 

defended 

A MAJOR energy supplier 
has defended its decision to 
close offices in Dudley, 
putting jobs at risk, follow¬ 
ing the announcement its 
profits increased 25 per cent 
last year. 

Npower is to close its IT 
contact centre in Kingswin- 
ford later this year as part a 
a review carried out by 
parent company RWE. 

The decision to close the 
High Street base will hit the 
284 employed there - many 
are thought to be relocated 
to other company centres in 
Oldbury and Worcester. 

However, company bosses 
told Dudley South MP Chris 
Kelly last month that there 
would be some redundan¬ 
cies. Recently, the company 
announced profits had risen 
from £313million in 2011 to 
£390m in 2012, despite the 
loss of 70,000 customers last 
year. Company spokesman 
Alex Madden said the con¬ 
sultation with staff over the 
office closure was ongoing.

Snake bites intrepid Mike 


MAYORAL attendant Mike Crannage who 
was on a mammoth trek through the Costa 
Rican jungle hit a major setback when he 
was bitten by a venomous snake leaving him 
needing emergency treatment. 

The 53-year-old, from Netherton, started 
to feel ill but still managed the three-hour 
trek to the next meeting point. 

“I’m not sure how long it took but by the 
time I reached the meeting point I was 
feeling a bit rough and in the end I could 
only manage eight or nine paces before I had 
to stop and rest. I must have looked a right 
a mess. As soon as I got there I was asked 


what’s wrong and all I could say was 
‘snake’,” said Mr Crannage, who works for 
Dudley Council. 

He was then rushed to a jungle clinic. “By 
the time we got there my blood pressure was 
through the roof, I had a heart rate of 180 
and was suffering arterial fibrillation. 

“I was put on oxygen and attached to 
heart and blood pressure monitors,” he said. 
At the clinic, he was given injections and 
pills which returned his blood pressure to 
normal.” After six hours he was released. 
Despite the setback, Mr Crannage com¬ 
pleted the rest of the 150-mile trek. 


£500,000 
scheme 
to spruce 
up homes 

A £500,000 scheme to spruce 
up homes in a Dudley street 
is getting under way as part 
of a project that will also see 
empty properties brought 
back into use. 

Council officials have 
linked with Jephson Homes 
Housing Association for the 
project to revamp homes in 
Stourbridge Road, Holly 
Hall. 

New windows and roof 
repairs are among the works 
planned for properties along 
the busy route between 
Dudley and Brierley Hill. 

Bosses said the focus of 
the project is the availability 
of quality affordable housing 
in Dudley for people in need 
of places to live. 

In total, 17 large houses, 
which had been converted 
into 47 bedsits and small 
flats in the early 1980s, are 
being redesigned. 

These will be modernised 
to meet needs of people in 
the area and turned into 
homes ranging from single 
bedroom flats to five- 
bedroom houses.

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Cook's will 
shed 2,500 
jobs in cuts 

THOMAS Cook has 
announced plans to axe 
2,500 UK jobs - hundreds of 
them at former Co-op Travel 
stores in the Midlands. 

There will be 195 travel 
agents closed down on the 
high street with the loss of 
1,600 posts, while around 
930 people will lose their 
jobs at offices nationwide. 

The move is part of 
Thomas Cook’s efforts to 
turn around the business 
after a string of poor results, 
including “unacceptable 
losses” of £590 million in 
November last year. 

The company says it also 
reflects the fact that more 
customers are using the 
internet and call centres to 
book their holidays, rather 
than high street travel 
agents. The company 
employs 15,500 people and 
will still have 874 high street 
branches. 

No details have yet been 
revealed about which stores 
will close, but shopworkers 
union Usdaw said it affected 
119 former Co-op Travel and 
Midlands Co-op Travel 
stores, merged into Thomas 
Cook in 2010. 

Another 76 Thomas Cook 
stores are also set for 
closure, but it is not known if 
branches in the Black 
Country, are affected.

Van cameras 
'are better' 

MOBILE cameras in vans are better suited 
to target areas where residents are con¬ 
cerned about speeding, police chiefs have 
insisted as it was revealed all fixed cameras 
will be turned off at the end of the month. 

The fleet of cameras in the back of enforce¬ 
ment vans will be doubled from two to four 
after the last 73 of the region’s 305 speed and 
traffic light cameras are switched off. 

Bosses will look into whether they could be 
converted to digital and turned back on in 
the future. They say the move will save 
money as processing outdated wet film is too 
costly. Councillors on the West Midlands 
Planning and Transportation Sub-Commit¬ 
tee had been expected to agree a strategy for 
the future of speed cameras but the decision 
has been put back until May. 

Several other areas across the country 
have already switched off their cameras 
including Wiltshire and Northamptonshire. 

West Midlands Police assistant chief con¬ 
stable Garry Forsyth said: “The cameras in 
use require a major upgrade in order to 
remain effective and this would cost both 
police and local authorities a considerable 
amount of money.”

More than 13,000 of the machines were 
built at the two sites and sold to more than 
150 countries worldwide. At its height, the 
company employed 375 people in the town, 
including the current Mayor of Dudley, 
Councillor Melvyn Mottram. 

The machine was thought up by company 
director Sir Patrick Hamilton who saw a 
similar mechanical device used for picking 
apples in Canada. 

Mr Mullen, aged 79, of Hurst Hill, 
Coseley, worked for the company in Dudley 
as a floor operator from 1975 until it closed 
down operations in 1995. 

He said: “Simon Engineering put Dudley 
on the map. We really believe something 
should be placed to remind people of where 
the company was based and the invention 
built. “I think it is important the young 
people of Dudley know the town’s history, 
too often old industries get forgotten in the 
past despite their huge impact.”

Singer Beryl recalls great 
days at the Hippodrome 



Beryl Bate who performed as a tribute singer in the 1950s now, aged 73 


Former Dudley singer Beryl 
Bate talks to ANDREW TURTON 
about her memories of her 
career and joining the fight to 
save the Hippodrome 

AN adoring hometown audi¬ 
ence cheering her from the 
rafters as she took to the stage 
of Dudley Hippodrome still lives 
in the memory. 

Now singing star Beryl Bate wants 
other up-and-coming performers to 
experience life on the stage at the old 
theatre which is under threat of demo¬ 
lition. 

Mrs Bate, who starred in a successful 
stage show at the theatre in the 1950s, 
has joined the voices of other cam¬ 
paigners trying to reopen the Hippo¬ 
drome for future generations. 

The pensioner from Pensnett trod 
the same boards graced by legendary 
names in showbiz including Bob Hope, 
Laurel & Hardy and George Formby. 

Wonderful 

“It was truly wonderful to appear on 
stage at the Hippodrome as I was so 
proud. The troupe I performed with 
were amazed by the brilliant atmos¬ 
phere,” said Mrs Bate, who has two 
children Dale and Deena. 

She was born and raised in Pensnett 
and as a teenager found, while per¬ 
forming in pubs and clubs, she could 
sing like 1950s American jazz singer 
Kay Starr. 

An agent told her about an advert in 
the New Musical Express looking for 
singers who could impersonate stars of 
the day. 

She attended the audition in the 
Windmill Rehearsal Rooms in Pic¬ 
cadilly, in London, in 1957. 

“When we attended it was like the X 
Factor of today,” she said. 

“There were 100s of young people 


from all parts of the country who had 
come along for it,” she said. 

The impresario, a Mr C. Bucking¬ 
ham, invited her to join and soon 
‘Beryl Bate as Kay Starr’ appeared in 
programmes and on billboards. 

She joined the touring show Disc 
Doubles in 1958. 

Success soon followed for the show 
and it was picked up by leading 
theatre owner and promotion 
company Moss Empires. 

This led to shows at increasingly 
more impressive theatres - including 


a week-long run at the Dudley Hippo¬ 
drome. 

“It was wonderful going to Dudley 
with the other performers to be seen 
by friends and family who could come 
to see the show,” she said. 

“I felt so proud to think I was per¬ 
forming in my hometown and it was 
exciting to be at the Hippodrome. 

“Dudley Hippodrome was art deco 
and it was like no other theatre we 
had been to before because it was 
modern and the dressing rooms were 
tremendous,” she added. 


Her husband John, who worked at 
Round Oak Steelworks, rallied friends 
and family to come and see the show 
during its run. 

The King’s Head pub in Pensnett, 
also booked two coaches for friends to 
come and see the show while it was at 
the Hippodrome. 

She would sing three songs and also 
take part in a group performance to 
open the show. 

Other stars which were imperson¬ 
ated included Nat King Cole, Elvis and 
Louis Armstrong. 

To while away the hours between 
evening performances, the cast were 
given complimentary passes to go 
around Dudley Zoo and Castle. 

Homesick 

But after months on the road, Mrs 
Bate was growing increasingly home¬ 
sick and longed for life back in Dudley. 

“I always had a comfortable home 
life and missed my family, friends and 
husband in our new house,” she said. 

She was eventually released from 
her contract - and was replaced by a 
singer impersonating 1950s Belfast- 
born songstress Ruby Murray.

Lawyers are delving into 
claims on Russells Hall 


RUSSELLS HALL HOSPITAL, 
Dudley is being investigated as 
part of 31 new claims from 
patients saying they were the 
victims of poor care at three hos¬ 
pitals. 

Nine of the claims are against Russells 
Hall, one involves Wolverhampton’s New 
Cross Hospital, and 21 are new allegations 
against scandal-hit Stafford. 

The cases are being handled by Leigh Day 
solicitors, which says the scale of the com¬ 
plaints is “truly shocking”. 

The firm, which represented 120 victims 
of the Stafford failures, has revealed a flood 
of claims following the publication of the 
report by Robert Francis QC into Mid 
Staffordshire NHS Foundation Trust. Seven 
out of 10 of the claims are from pensioners. 

Across the country, 28 hospitals have 
claims of neglect against them involving 116 
people. In one case the daughter of an elderly 
man says her father’s time in hospital left 
her with post-traumatic stress disorder, 
usually associated with soldiers returning 
from war zones. 

Leigh Day lawyer Emma Jones said: “The 
scale of the complaints is truly shocking. 
What is particularly worrying is the same 
issues keep coming up. 

“These include people, mostly elderly, 
going without food or water, being left to sit 
in their own waste, and general lack of care 
and attention by those paid to care. 

“We believe there are many more people 
who suffered at these Midlands hospitals.” 

Bosses from Russells Hall were unavail¬ 
able for comment.

Moxley is remembered 
in historian Bill's book 


IT HAD always been Bill 
Moorwood’s dream to write 
a book about Moxley - the 
area he was brought up in 
and loved. 

When the chairman of Moxley 
History Society died part way 
through writing his nostalgic book, 
his friends and family vowed they 
would fsee his work in print. 

Members of the history society 
came together to continue his hard 
work on the book, called Moxley and 
Its People, compiling information 
and photographs with help from 
former Moxley folk living as far 
away as Australia and America. 

Now, almost five years on, the 
book has been printed and is in 
great demand. 

Fred Gleeson, manager of Moxley 
People’s Centre, said: “Everyone is 
so proud and over the moon to have 
been able to complete Bill’s book in 
his memory. We can’t thank Bill’s 
family enough for all their help and 
the people of Moxley for helping 
bring this book about.”

The 76-page book includes 53 
photographs of characters and 
scenes well known on the streets of 
Moxley in days gone by. 

It features pictures such as 
Arthur Neachelle outside his 
grocer’s shop in the 1930s; Wilde’s 
Garage, in High Street, as it looked 
in the 1940s; images of the High 
Street in the 1950s; and workers 
from Quasi Arc in the 1940s.

It also includes a foreword 
written by Mr Moorwood’s son 
Andrew, who now lives in Califor¬ 
nia. He wrote that his father, who 
was a radio mechanic in the RAF 
and later worked as an electrician 
for Joseph Sankey, wanted to “leave 
a record of places and events that he 
thought were important but would 
be lost unless somebody did some¬ 
thing about it”. 

Mr Gleeson said writing a book 
about Moxley had been a dream of 
Mr Moorwood’s since the 1980s. 


“Bill got in touch with me at a 
time when Moxley was getting a bit 
of bad press and a lot of buildings 
were being knocked down to make 
way for the Black Country Route. 

“He said ‘what are we going to do 
about it?’ He came to see me and we 
set up Moxley History Society. 

“He told me he’d had this idea of 
doing a book about Moxley back in 
the 1980s and some of the charac¬ 
ters who lived there but it had sort 
of gone on the backburner. 

“So the group, led by Bill, started 
to put the book together. Unfortu¬ 
nately, in 2008 Bill became ill and we 
promised we would finish the book 
for him.” 

Moxley History Society, led by 
new chairman Dave Butler-Holling- 
ton, worked to compile the book, 
which was the printed with the help 
of Barry Sutton, of Cannock-based 
Brownhills Asphalt and Tarmac. 

Mr Moorwood’s widow Edna 
helped to launch the book at an offi¬ 
cial ceremony. It costs £5 and can be 
bought at Moxley Peoples Centre, in 
Queen Street, or at the newsagents 
in Kendrick Road.

Salt barn is 
aiming to 
save council 
thousands 

DUDLEY Council is hoping to save up to 
£25,000 a year in wasted road salt thanks to a 
new storage barn that will be able to protect 
it from the elements. 


The 9,400 sq ft barn will be able to store up to 7,500 tons 
of salt that was previously kept out in the open, exposed to 


the elements, with thou¬ 
sands of pounds worth being 
lost every year. 

Semi-permanent building 
specialists De Boer and 
Stourport construction 
company Thomas Vale, the 
main contractor, have also 
provided Dudley council 
with a second, 10,764 sq ft, 
barn as a green waste han¬ 
dling facility. 

The barn for the road- 
gritting salt also increases 
the amount of storage space 
and avoids the wind and rain 
erosion that can make the 
salt less effective during the 
snowy conditions such as in 
January’s cold snap, when it 
proved vital to keeping the 
district’s roads passable. 

Dudley Councillor’s Judy 
Foster, said: “I am delighted 
the new salt barn is now 
complete. 

“It will help the council to 
save money in the future 
and ensure the salt is stored 
inside and away from the 
elements. With the addition

of the new green waste facil¬ 
ity it means the council can 
also contribute towards 
delivering an increase in the 
amount of recoverable, recy¬ 
clable and reusable waste 
across the borough.” 

Toby Bennett, De Boer’s 
commercial sales manager, 
said: “The waste barn is a 
first for De Boer and demon¬ 
strates the versatility of the 
basic design of our All 
Weather Halls which have 
proved so popular with local 
authorities for salt storage.” 

As part of the waste barn’s

A NEW anti-crime watch group 
aimed at tackling theft and van¬ 
dalism at churches has been 
launched. 

The scheme, set up by police, sees them and 
church leaders in Dudley sharing crime pre¬ 
vention advice to help make buildings less vul¬ 
nerable. 

They also work with the community to 
encourage residents and passers-by to remain 
vigilant. The scheme which has been trialled 
in Brierley Hill has been welcomed by church 
leaders. Many churches across the borough 
have been targeted by raiders and yobs who 
have left congregations with costly repair bills. 

Among those who have signed up to the 
Church Watch scheme is St John the Evangel¬ 
ist Church, Brockmoor, Brierley Hill. 

The church, off High Street, was attacked 
when vandals destroyed headstones and 
crosses in the 19th century churchyard. 

More than £14,000 damage was caused 
during the late-night attack in September. 

St John’s vicar, the Rev Steve Martin, said 
the church had been forced to close the burial 
ground to protect remaining graves. 

“It was mindless vandalism. St John’s is a 
community church so an attack on the church¬ 
yard is an attack on the community. 

“Church Watch is a very good idea. We are 
also settingup a youth project which the police 
are helping us with,” he added.

Assurance on fears over 
falling police numbers 


POLICE are reassuring the community 
across Worcestershire, who are worried 
about falling officer numbers in the wake of 
plans to close stations across the county, 
including Bewdley, Stourport and Hagley. 

West Mercia Police held a public meeting 
last week to discuss the proposed changes, 
which are part of £20 million Government 
budget savings. Under the plans, there will 
be no changes to the main station in Kidder¬ 
minster but Stourport Police Station is 
expected to be relocated to the Civic Centre 
in New Street. 

Both Bewdley and Hagley stations will 
become community policing posts. 

Speaking to councillors and community 
groups, Chief Constable David Shaw out¬ 
lined the proposals, which he said have been 


built on the foundation of local policing. 

He said: “There will be the same number 
of police officers as there were in 2003 and 
2004. 

“People were relatively safe then and I 
think they will be again, but I do understand 
why many members of the public are 
worried and I hope this meeting and the 
decisions we make will give them some reas¬ 
surance. 

“I am very confident, however, that police 
response times will be just as good as now.” 

Under the plans, there will be 11 patrol 
bases across West Mercia and 82 Safer 
Neighbourhood Teams. 

In communities which are considered to 
be a priority policing area, there will be 
extra resources. 


Den-the-Fish dies at 80 



Dennis Lane 


RETIRED greengrocer and fish¬ 
monger Dennis Lane - who used 
to do a roaring trade from his 
Dudley shop - has died agedf 80. 

“Den-the-Fish”, ran Brewers Norton 
Stores in Stourbridge for around 40 years, 
takingit over from his wife Pauline’s parents. 

The Brewers family business, on the 
corner of Norton Road and Whittingham 
Road, had been trading for at least 150 years 
when it eventually closed in 1999. But Mr 
Lane then moved his fresh fish and seafood 
business to Kidderminster, supplying to the 
restaurant trade and getting up at 4.30am to 
buy his wares from Birmingham Wholesale 
Market. 

Mr Lane and his wife still lived next to the 
old Brewers shop, now a hairdressers and 
beauty salon, and the couple celebrated their 


61st wedding anniversary on February 9. Mr 
Lane, a former committee member at Stour¬ 
bridge Golf Club and a keen follower of jazz 
music, was diagnosed with prostate cancer in 
2007 and died at the town’s Mary Stevens 
Hospice on February 23. 

Brewers shop was originally set up during 
the 19th century by Mrs Lane’s grandfather 
Albert Brewer - at a time when the store and 
a farm were the only buildings in Norton 
Road. Mrs Lane’s parents, Albert and Elsie, 
later ran Brewers as a general grocers and 
Post Office, which they kept going through 
the war years. 

“My parents wanted to sell the business to 
go on a cruise so my husband said he would 
take it over and I agreed - provided he didn’t 
want me to work in it,” said Mrs Lane, aged 
79. But I ended up working there for 40 
years.” 


MP backs 
dog chips 

STOURBRIDGE MP Margot 
James has backed plans for 
the compulsory microchip¬ 
ping of dogs. 

It follows a visit to Blacks 
Vets in Pedmore Road, Lye 
where she spoke to staff 
about the new legislation. 
From April 6, 2016, all dog 
owners will be required to fit 
their dog with a free 
microchip. 

The policy is aimed at tack¬ 
ling the problem of stray dogs 
and to make it easier for 
owners to be reunited with 
their pets. Ms James said, 
more than 100,000 dogs are 
abandoned or lost every year, 
costing taxpayers and 
welfare charities £57 million.

Decision pending on levelling 
fire-ravaged former school 


A FIRE-ravaged and vandal-plagued former 
school in Rowley Regis may be demolished if 
council plans are given the go-ahead. 

Sandwell Council is waiting for a decision from its plan¬ 
ning committee on the demolition of the former St 


Michael’s C of E High School 
site in Thorne Road, which 
has been regularly targeted 
by vandals and thieves since 
2011 after the school moved 
to its new site in Currall 
Road. 

An arson attack six weeks 
ago saw a large fire rip 
through the buildings, 
causing significant damage 
to the former school’s struc¬ 
ture and forcing police to 
close surrounding roads for 
up to six hours.

Rowley Regis Councillor 
Susan Eaves said: “The 
school has been closed for 
around two years and there 
was a fire there six-weeks- 
ago which was quite bad. 

“I think it would be a good 
thing if it was demolished 
because I know a lot of the 
residents have issues with it 
because of the spate of van¬ 
dalism.”

We are losing battle on 
stray horses, says RSPCA 


THE RSPCA says it is facing a 
losing battle against horse 
owners who leave their animals 
on a West Midland nature reserve. 

RSPCA inspector Jackie Hickman claims 
it is becoming increasingly difficult to 
ensure the care and safety of the animals 
because of the challenge of tracking down 
the owners. 

About 40 horses are left tethered at Fens 
Pool Nature Reserve in Pensnett - but Insp 
Hickman says many are not microchipped or 
do not have passports, making it almost 
impossible to find out where they are from 
or who owns them. 

In response, the RSPCA and Dudley 
Council are urging owners to get their 
horses microchipped and passported in a bid 
to assist the animals’ welfare. 

The call comes after a family of three 
admitted cruelty to four horses on the 
nature reserve at Dudley Magistrates’ Court 
last week. Walter Hickman, aged 52, 
Amanda Hickman, 49, and their son Kevin, 
23, of Wallows Road in Brierley Hill, pleaded 
guilty to more than 50 charges . 

This week, RSPCA Insp Hickman said: 
“This was a case where we were able to track 
down the horse owners - but in all too many 
cases we are unable to do so. 

“When concerned about a horse’s welfare 
left at Fens Pool we leave a tag on the animal 
asking for the owners to call, but often you 
come back and the tag has gone and you 
have heard nothing. In extreme cases where 
the horse is judged to be suffering we use our 
powers to take the animal away.”

It was a real adrenalin rush taking 
my week’s stress out on a giant wobbly 
punch bag that couldn’t fight back. 

Walking into Sparta Studio, tortur¬ 
ous looking equipment faced me at 
every angle; I was anticipating a 
painful next 60 minutes. And it was, 
but at least I was being encouraged by 
my personal trainer Nick Neale. 

The former kick box champion 
believes people often have the miscon¬ 
ception that all personal trainers are 
sergeant major characters. 

“I don’t believe in shouting and 
bawling to bring out the best in my 
clients,” he says. “I want everybody’s 
workout to be fun.” 

Suitable 

Nick became a personal trainer after 
gaining the English title in the British 
Championship for kick boxing and he 
has used this experience to put 
together a programme which promises 
quick results. 

Nick said: “Each and every client 
achieves their goal, whether it is to run 
a marathon or lose five stone. 

“I’ve never failed yet. Nobody trains 
like we do.” 

His personal sessions at Sparta in 
Brewood Road, Coven, costs £20 an 
hour, for two people. 

His training is suitable for every¬ 
body. He says “My clients range from 
millionaires to people that work at 


Poundland and their ages range from 
17 to 65.” 

Once Nick even trained a man with 
his dog, which panted away on a tread¬ 
mill while its owner weight trained. 

He tailors each workout to an indi¬ 
vidual’s ability and his sessions aim to 
use multiple body parts at the same 
time. 

This creates an after burn, where a 
person’s metabolic rate is increased for 
the next 15 to 24 hours; so you con¬ 
tinue to burn calories. 

Working with personal trainers is 
popular with celebrities, I soon realised 
there is nothing glamorous about 
doing squats while grasping for dear 


life on a handle dangling from a ceiling. 
I puffed and panted my way through 
the variety of exercises and before I 
knew it the session had ended. 

Nick has been a personal trainer for 
seven years, but his studio has only 
been open from September, his unique 
ways have become so popular that he is 
expanding the studio upstairs, to make 
room for a spin sessions, as well as yoga 
and boot camp classes. 

Nick’s enthusiasm is definitely con¬ 
tagious. It is the first time I’ve left an 
exercise class not using my last bit of 
energy to break free through the door. 

If anything, I am excited about the 
prospect of going back.

Bishop calling to get rid 
of planned bedroom tax 

DUDLEY’S bishop is calling on — 
the Government to axe the so- 
called bedroom tax and benefit 


Around 60,000 people in the West Mid¬ 
lands - 3,842 of them in Dudley and 758 in 
Wyre Forest - are likely to lose between 
£500 and £1,000 a year under housing ben¬ 
efits reforms, says the National Housing 
Federation. 

The bedroom tax is the name given to 
Work and Pensions Secretary Iain Duncan 
Smith’s reform which will see the Govern¬ 
ment claw back payments from people in 
social rented or council housing if they 
have one or more spare rooms. 

The Bishop of Dudley, the Rt Rev David 
Walker, speaking about the hardships 
faced by mums, said: “There are a number 
of things that could be done - one would be 
to get rid of the bedroom tax and another 
to get rid of the caps on benefits. 

“People, including mothers, are having 
to come cap in hand for charity all the time. 

“Five to six years ago food banks were 
unheard of - but it’s a big operation now. 

“Soon housing benefit, which used to be 
paid directly to the landlord, will be given 
to people in a lump sum with other bene¬ 
fits - so budgeting will be an added strain, 
having to make it last and putting enough 
aside for rent, the electricity bill and so on. 

“It’s a lot to ask of people already strug¬ 
gling.”

Sean and the lads ready 
to carry on the legend

Legendary band The Dubliners is no 
more but most of the remaining 
members were not ready to quit just 
yet. DANNY FARRAGHER spoke to 
Sean Cannon about carrying on 

THE death of “Banjo” Barney 
McKenna, the last founder 
member of the legendary Irish 
folk Group The Dubliners, was 
not only felt throughout the folk 
and wider music fraternity but 
it ushered in the end of an era. 

One of his fellow band members Sean 
Cannon, aged 73, remembers the 
colourful character he had worked with 
for more than 30 years but had known 
for much longer. 

“I knew Barney from the 60s. I live in 
Coventry and when the Dubliners were 
over this way, mainly in the Town Hall 
Birmingham, a gang of us would go over, 
usually to the Shakespeare at the back 
of the Town Hall and the sessions would 
last until the daylight hours. 

Anecdotes 

“Barney was a great character. He 
would tell stories and anecdotes and he 
was a great player, I was going to say 
musician but am not sure what musi¬ 
cian means, whether it’s someone who 
can read music or compose pieces or 
someone who could play the banjo like 
Barney. He couldn’t read music, he 
didn’t have that kind of training, he was 
a natural as it were.” 

The death of Barney forced Sean and 
the band to do some serious thinking. 

“The morning after the funeral John 
Sheahan asked us collectively and indi¬ 
vidually what we were going to do. We 
said we should honour the agreements 
we had made with the promoters at least 
until the end of the year and then see 
what happens and that’s what we did.” 
While John decided to move away to 
pursue other avenues Sean and fellow 


former Dubliners Eamonn Campbell, 
Patsy Watchorn and “newer” addition 
Gerry O’Connor felt they weren’t ready 
to put their feet up just yet. 

“We thought we would carry on 
although The Dubliners is kind of a pro¬ 
tected name so that’s why we now go as 
the Dublin Legends.” 

Sean, the only Dubliner from Galway, 
is pretty confident the loyal army of 
Dubliners’ fans will continue to support 
them as they embark on this new phase 
of their careers. “By all accounts ticket 
sales are going well and the rest of us will 
give it our best shot. And we will hope¬ 
fully satisfy people’s expectations in 


that we will sing all the old hits where 
people can join in and have a drink and 
fun night.” 

“There was a certain set format with 
the Dubliners which was a tried and 
tested formula that worked very well, 
and why interfere with it, you know 
what you are getting. 

“One thing the Dubliners were often 
asked though is what have we got 
against women, we have never had a 
woman in the band? I said well we could¬ 
n’t get one with a beard and when we did 
find one she couldn’t sing.” 

The Dublin Legends will be playing 
Birmingham Town Hall on March 15.

steps in to help find the 
killer. 

This production was not 
the slickest thing with 
scenery wheeled on as 
actors began their lines 
and despite the stage 
hands cloaked in monks 
outfits it seemed a little 
unorganised. 

This combined with one 
of the most comical slow 
motion swordfights I have 
ever seen, made it a bit 
painful to watch at times. 

However, the plot was 
good with plenty of twists 
and the cast were all excel¬ 
lent each giving a sterling 
performance, particularly 
Gareth Thomas (Cadfael) 
who bought the role, 
played so well by Derek 
Jacobi on to life on 
stage. 

For those that love the 
original program this will 
be a welcome return, but 
for those who are less 
familiar with the series 
may struggle with the slow 
plot line.

Iris desperately tries to 
keep things on track 


W hich novel has been filmed 
twice, once by a legendary 
director in 1938, and once by 
a legendary studio in 1979? 

If all those film buffs out there are 
saying The Lady Vanishes, they’d be 
wrong - the original story was entitled 
The Wheel Spins. It was written by 
Ethel Una White and first published in 
1936. 

It’s almost 70 years since Ms White 
passed away, and in the decades 
since, Ms White and her works 
have largely been forgotten, despite 
the fact that in her day, she was once 
one of the most revered crime writers 
around. 

Out of the many books she penned, 
The Wheel Spins has had the most 
mileage thanks to its movie 
adaptations. 

The plot focuses on Iris, a carefree 
girl whose world comes crashing 
down around her when the middle- 
aged Miss Froy, with whom she has 
been spending time while travelling 
through 1930s Eastern Europe by 
train, suddenly disappears - and her 
fellow passengers deny she ever 
existed. 


Only one person believes her, 
dashing English traveller Max. They 
work together to find Miss Froy, 
uncovering a dastardly plan in the 
process... 

Kate Harwood, controller, series and 
serials, BBC Drama, seems 
particularly thrilled with the way the 
project has panned out: “Fiona Seres’s 
adaptation of The Wheel Spins deftly 
weaves together the intriguing stories 
of a psychologically complex group of 
characters - with the mysterious 
disappearance of Miss Froy on a 
packed train - played out against the 
tense backdrop of the Balkans in the 
1930s.” 

It was Alfred Hitchcock who 
first spotted the book’s cinematic 
potential. He turned it into what is now 
regarded as a classic; it also helped 
turn its leading cast members, 
Margaret Lockwood and Michael 
Redgrave (in his screen debut) into 
major stars. 

But for Hitch, it had an even bigger 
impact - the fact the movie became 
the most successful British venture up 
to that point gave him a calling card to 
Hollywood; two years later, after 
negotiating a lucrative Stateside deal, 


he released his first Tinseltown 
project, Rebecca, and never looked 
back. 

Sadly, the 1979 remake from a then 
failing Hammer Films didn’t do quite 
so well. In fact, it’s fair to say it was a 
massive flop; even the presence of 
US actors Elliot Gould and Cybill 
Shepherd couldn’t save it. Afterwards, 
Hammer stopped making movies for 
almost 30 years. 

So, will the BBC’s new take on the 
story follow in the footsteps of 
Hitchcock, or its disastrous remake? 
Hopefully the former rather than the 
latter - the pedigree is certainly 
impressive. 

Filming took place in Budapest last 
year, and the feature-length thriller 
had originally been expected to 
appear on our screens at Christmas. 
However, the Beeb has tantalised us 
by making us wait a wee bit longer. 

Rising stars Tuppence Middleton 
and Tom Hughes play Iris and Max, 
while Keeley Hawes, Gemma Jones, 
Julian Rhind-Tutt and Selina Cadell 
also star. Fans of Borgen should 
watch out for Benedikte Hansen, who 
also appears.

WHERE there’s life, there’s 
hope. And Albion are not about 
to let their European dream die 
just yet. 

Having talked the talk since hitting their 
initial 40-point Premier League target, the 
Baggies walked the walk against Swansea to 
remind their rivals they are in no mood to 
down tools, writes Steve Madeley. 

While the Swans felt the full force of the 
Baggies’ impressive statement, the message 
will have echoed around their other rivals in 
the top half of the Premier League. 

On Saturday’s evidence, Steve Clarke’s 
men remain genuinely determined to end a 
remarkable campaign with even more glory. 
And Lady Luck appears to have thrown her 
weight behind the Baggies’ challenge, too. 

While Albion were decent value for their 
three points against the impressive Welsh 
outfit, they were honest enough to admit the 
victory owed plenty to good fortune. 

Rallied 

If Clarke and Co can match Saturday’s 
standards consistently between now and 
May and catch a few more of the breaks they 
enjoyed against the Swans, it is impossible 
to rule them out completely when it comes 
to European qualification. 

Having fallen behind against a visiting 
side they had never gone close to beating in 
the Premier League, Albion would have 
found it easy to throw in the towel with rel¬ 
egation concerns long since banished and 
the European spots a distance away. 

Instead, they rallied to level before half¬ 
time and then forced the Swans back after 
the break to claim the win thanks to a couple 
of freak incidents. A Europa League spot 
remains an unlikely destination for Clarke 
and his players. 

They will require a stunning end to the 
campaign and a little more good fortune 
from the FA Cup. But, with their customary 


end-of-season survival pressure absent this 
time, they are operating with a freedom and 
drive that suggests they will do all they can 
to keep up their own end of the bargain. 

For a while, Saturday’s game looked to be 
following a familiar course. 

Swansea started fluently and the Baggies, 
who have twice been blown away at the 
Liberty Stadium and once at home by the 
Welsh outfit in the past two seasons, were 
left chasing shadows in the opening 20 
minutes. The Swans’ slick passing and 
clever movement put them well on top and 
brought groans from the home crowd. 

And Michu should have given his team 
some reward for their impressive start when 
he raced clear but screwed a shot just wide. 
Frustratingly, it was an Albion old-boy who 
was the unlikely scorer of the opening goal. 

Luke Moore, who had rarely threatened 
to deliver on his undoubted talent while 


with the Baggies, had already created 
Michu’s glorious opportunity when he 
popped up in the home box to flick a header 
over his shoulder and past Ben Foster from 
Jonathan De Guzman’s left-wing corner. 

The Swans were good value for their lead 
and must have been confident of another 
comfortable win. But that was when 
Clarke’s side showed their supporters they 
have lost little of their competitive edge. 

They were level within seven minutes as 
Romelu Lukaku continued his own impres¬ 
sive goalscoring form, sliding in at the near 
post to turn home an excellent first-time 
cross from Graham Dorrans. 

And, having drawn level just before half¬ 
time, the Baggies flew from the blocks after 
the interval with Lukaku hammering a good 
chance of his own wide of the target then 
settingup James Morrison to fire straight at 
keeper Michel Vorm. Lukaku should have 


added his second from the penalty spot after 
Wayne Routledge’s shove on Morrison but 
the Belgian fired too close to Vorm. That was 
when luck took over to give the Baggies the 
results their efforts had merited. 

First, Gareth McAuley’s goalbound 
header from Chris Brunt’s corner was 
nodded away from goal by Angel Rangel, 
only for a ricochet off De Guzman to take it 
in for the Baggies’ second goal. 

Then, with the clock ticking down, Swans 
substitute Roland Lamah had his joyous cel¬ 
ebrations cut short by an offside flag after 
his close-range finish. Replays confirmed 
what Lamah knew - that the ball found its 
way to him off two Baggies players with no 
Swans team-mates close to the action. 

It is the kind of help the Baggies might 
need to end their memorable campaign on a 
massive high. But more of Saturday’s spirit 
will give them a fighting chance.

He has played 58 times for 
Vitesse and the Blues have 
indicated they are willing to 
loan him again next season to 
gain Premier League experi¬ 
ence, having tied him down 
to a new contract keeping 
him at Stamford Bridge until 
2017. 

Clarke retains strong links 
with officials at Stamford 
Bridge, where he was a 
popular player and coach, 
and that relationship helped 
him land the Baggies’ leading 
scorer, Romelu Lukaku, on 
loan for this season. 

But any concrete move for 
Kalas could hinge on the 
future of the giant Belgian 
teenager. Albion are keen to 
take the 19-year-old, who has

loan and Lukaku has ex¬ 
pressed a desire to stay 
unless he is guaranteed first- 
team football with Chelsea. 

An agreement over him 
would rule out any move for 
Kalas as Premier sides are 
not permitted to loan more 
than one player from the 
same top-flight clubs. 

Kalas is the latest right- 
back to be watched by the 
Baggies, who are conscious of 
first-choice Steven Reid’s 
ongoing injury problems. 

Billy Jones performed well 
as an understudy for the 
former Ireland international 
against Swansea on Satur¬ 
day but has yet to fully estab¬ 
lish himself as a Premier 
League performer. 

Clarke has also made per¬ 
sonal checks on Leeds 
defender Sam Byram, who 
has attracted interest from 
Everton and Liverpool. 

And the Baggies could also 
revive their interest in 
Fulham’s Chris Baird or 
Newcastle’s Danny Simpson.
